39.  Every  village  officer  of  an  estate  shall  be  legally  bound  to 
furnish  a Consolidation  Officer  with  infomation  respecting  the  destruction 
or  removal  of,  or  any  injury  done  to,  any  survey  mark  lawfully  erected 
in  the  estate. 


40.  (1)  A Consolidation  Officer  or  a Settlement  Officer 
(Consolidation)  may  summon  any  person  whose  attendance  he  considers 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  any  business  before  him  as  a Consolidation 
Officer  or  a Settlement  Officer  (Consolidation). 


(2)  A person  so  summoned  shall  be  bound  to  appear  at  the 
time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  summons  in  person  or  if  the  summons 
so  allows,  by  his  recognised  agent  or  a legal  practitioner. 


(3)  The  person  so  attending  in  obedience  to  the  summons 
shall  be  bound  to  state  the  truth  upon  any  matter  respecting  which  he  is 
examined  or  make  statements  and  to  produce  such  documents  and  other 
things  relating  to  any  such  matter  as  the  Consolidation  Officer  or  the 
Settlement  Officer  (Consolidation)  may  require. 


'{(4)  If  a person  summoned  under  sub-section  (1)  fails,  without 
good  cause,  to  attend  or  to  produce  any  document  or  other  thing  which 
he  may  be  required  to  produce,  he  shall  be  liable,  at  die  discretion  of  the 
Consolidation  Officer  or  the  Settlement  Officer  (Consolidation),  as  the 
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thing  within  the  limits  of  the  estate  in  which  he  ordinarily  resides, 
holds  or  cultivates  land!.

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CHAPTER  V - GENERAL 

41.  (J)  The  ! [State]  Government  may  for  the  administration  of 
this  Act,  appoint  such  persons  as  it  thinks  fit,  and  may,  by  notification 
delegate  any  of  its  powers  or  functions  under  this  Act  to  any  of  its  officers 
either  by  name  or  designation. 

(2)  A Consolidation  Officer  or  a Settlement  Officer 
(Consolidation)  may,  with  me  sanction  of  the  '[Stale]  Government, 
delegate  any  of  its  powers  or  functions  under  this  Act  to  any  person  in 
the  service  of  the  '[State]  Government. 

M2.  The  '[State]  Government  may  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
satisfying  itself  as  to  the  legality  or  propriety  of  3[any  order  passed, 
scheme  prepared  or  confirmed  or  repartition  made  by  any  officer  under 
this  Act],  call  for  and  examine  the  record  of  any  case  pending  before  or 
disposed  of  by  such  officer  and  may  pass  such  order  in  reference  thereto 
as  it  thinks  fit :

44.  No  civil  court  shall  entertain  any  suit  instituted  or  application 
made,  to  obtain  a decision  or  order  in  respect  of  any  matter  which  the 
4 [State]  Government  or  any  officer  is,  by  this  Act.  empowered  to 
determine,  decide  or  dispose  of. 

45.  No  suit  or  other  iegal  proceedings  shall  be  maintained  in 
respect  of  the  exercise  of  any  powers  or  discretion  conferred  by  this  Act, 
against  any  public  servant  or  person  duly  appointed  or  authorised  under 
this  Act,  in  respect  of  anything  in  good  faith  done  or  purporting  to  be 
done  under  the  provisions  thereof  or  the  rules  made  thereunder.
